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TOWN WARRANT 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 

To the inhabitants of the Town of Seabrook, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said town, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day 
of March next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, 
to act upon the following subjects: 

Article 1. To elect a Town Clerk, one Select- 
man for three years, Town Treasurer, Collector of 
Taxes, three Constables, Highway Agent, three 
Overseers of the Poor, and all other necessary town 
offcials for the year ensuing. 

Article 2. To see what sums of money the 
town will vote to raise for the expense of the gen- 
eral government, for the protection of persons and 
property, for health and sanitation, for highways 
and bridges, for the support of the town’s poor and 
all other necessary expenditures for the year 
ensuing. 

Article 3. To see if the town will vote to auth- 
orize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipa- 
tion of taxes, and to renew and refund town notes. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of seventy-five dollars ($75.00) for the ob- 
servance of Memorial Day. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) for re- 
pairs on Fogg’s Corner Road. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise 
~ the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) for re- 
- pairs on Rock’s Road. 
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Article 7.° To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00). to 
defray the expenses of collecting garbage from the 
residents of Seabrook Beach, the same being left in 
the hands of the Health Officer. 


Article 8. Tosee what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the repair of New Zealand 
Road, the same beginning at the Lafayette Road 
and extending to the Kensington town line in con- 
junction with aid from the State. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00) for the 
construction of a cement bridge, the location of the 
same to be left in the hands of the Selectmen. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of five hundred seventy-five dollars 
($575.00) to be expended on Farm Lane Road— 
three hundred fifty dollars ($350.00) of the same 
for reconstruction, one hundred seventy-five dollars 
($175.00) of the same for tarvia and fifty dollars 
($50.00) of the same for a sidewalk, request of 
Charles Everett Small. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) to 
be expended for repairs. of road leading from 
Beckman’s Corner at South Main Street to Salisbury 
town line. 

Article 12. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise for the observance of Old 
Home Day. 

Article 13. To see whether the town will vote 
to concur with the Governor and Council in auth- 
orizing and permitting Salisbury Drainage District 
Commissioners or others acting at the instance of 
the said Commissioners, to construct upon the bed 
of Blackwater River at the location of the bridges 
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in the road from Seabrook to Seabrook Beach, a 
dike with tidegates therein, which in dimensions, 
form and all other details shall first be approved 
by the Highway Commissioner. 

Article 14. To see if the voters will vote to 
raise the sum of three hundred dollars ($300.00), 
the same to be used for making repairs on the old 
roadway at Seabrook Beach, beginning at the West 
end of River Street and extending towards Mer- 
rill’s Point, a distance of about one-fifth of a mile.
